iiion the uiaiuland aud never more tlian
lifteen or twenty mile froin Ihe shoie.

lai;er. Mr. S., pre-ide- nt of the a;rieul-tur- al

oeiety of f'harle.-to-n, aured me
that iie felled a trunk, hollowed by at;e,
whieh was 21 feet in elretunfereiR'e.
I.ike inost othor tree, it ha, when lnu-late- d,

a wide and tufted summit. Its
trunk i ometinies uudivided for 18 or
JO feet, but ofteu rainilles at half thi
bcilit, and nt a dltanee ha the apiear-ane- e

of an old apple-tre-o or pear-tre- e.

Tlio leaves are oval, eoriaeeous, of a dark
?reen above and whitMi beneatli; they
persist throuf,'h soveral years and are
partially renewed every iiriiif;. On trees
reared upou plantations, or jrowliif; in
eool Mill, they are one-ha- lf lilrer, aud
are ofteu dentieulated; upou stocks of
two or three years they are eouunonly
very distinetly tootlied.

The aeorns are of an elonjjuted oval
fonn, nearly blaek, aud eoutained iu
challow, ,'raylh and iieduneiilatedcups.

Tlie lndlauo aro .ald to have expreed
an oll from them to nilnle with their
food; perhap', aho, they ate the kernel,
whieh, thougli not agreeable to the tate,
I less rouh andbltter tlian that of many
other speele. Tlie fruit Is sonielinie
very abundant, nnd it genulnates witli
ueh eae that, If the weather i ralny at

the season of its niaturlty, inany aeorns
are found upon the trees with the radiele
nnfolded.

The bark upon tho trunk 1 blaeUUh,
hard and thieU. The wooil Is heavy,
eompaet, d, and of a yollowMi
eolor, whieh deepens a tho tree ndvan-e- e

in ago. Tlie nuniber and eloeness
of lho eoneentrleal elreles evineo the
slownes of iH growth. As lt Is very
stronj;, and ineoiuparnbly nioro durablo
than the bet White Oak, lt is hlglily
esteenied ln phlp-bullill- and it I eon-suiii-

not on'lv in tho eountry whleh
produees it, but still more extenively ln
the Xorthern Stnte. From its reat dur-ablll- ty

when perfeetly seaoned it i

exelu-ivel- y employed for tho upper
part of tho frame. To eouipenate lt

exeeive weight it ijoined with the l'ed
Cedar whieli I extremely light and
equally lastili.

Tho Tive Oak does not atlbrd lare
thnbcr; but lt wide and braiR'hln ?uin-m- it

maUes aniend for this dladvantage
by furnlMihifj a great nuniber of knecs,
of whieh there i never a sulllelent quan-tit- y

The veel built at X'ow York and

'I'he bark is exeellent for tanniiif,', but
i only aeeidentally eiuployed.

Ue-id- e tlie I.ive Oak timber exported
to FnIand, great (juantities are u-- in

in the 1'iiited States, par
tieularly at l!otou, Xew York, I'hiladel-
phia nnd Italthnore. Tho oonuniption
ha trebled witliin twenty years, iu eon--
-- eciuenee of the immense development of
Anieriean eoinnierce. lleneo the priee
ha doubled and the speeie i rapidly

Tlio elearinj; of the iland
for the eulture of eotton, whieh thoy
yield of a suiierior quality,has eoutribut-e- d

to its detruetion. It I already dilll-eu- lt

to proeure stiek of eoniderable
size iu tlie Southern States, nnd they are
souht on tho western eoa-- t of East
Florida between the St. .Mary and the St.
